THE FEDERAL BUDGET 
President Roo.sevelt estimates that the 
excess of expenditures over receipts dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1934, 
wf)uld b e something 
over 
seven b illion 
dollars. 
Looking ahead to the next fis­ 
cal year, he foresaw a tw'o b illion dollar 
deficit to follow*. 
This means 
tha t for the 
tw'o 
fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1935, the federal 
governm ent will spend nine b illion dol­ 
lars more than it w*ill take in from ta xa­ 
tion, wiiich means that it will have to 
b orrow* huge am ounts of money. 
The ac­ 
tual expenditure of this nine b illion dol­ 
lars to he b orrow*ed w'ill b e more evenly 
distrib uted over the tw*o years b ut the 
b udgets w'ill .show a greater concentra­ 
tion in the present fiscal year. 
During these twm years the total ex­ 
penditures W'ill 
run 
ab out 
sixteen 
and 
one-half 
b illion 
dollars, 
five-eights of 
which are for em ergency items. 
So, it 
will b e seen that something over seven 
b illion dollars of the federal expenditures 
during these tw*o fiscal years will b e rais­ 
ed b y taxation. 
These expenditures do 
not include retirem ent 
of 
past 
pub lic 
deb t. 
Therefore, the tw*o b udgets mean 
that the pub lic deb t of the nation w*ill b e 
increased ab out nine b illion dollars. 
At the close of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 
1935. the United States w*ill 
have a total deb t 
of 
$31,8 *4.000,000. 
This alarm s some people b ut there is a 
b righter side. 
G reat Britain has a larger 
deb t than that of the United States, b oth 
in dollars and per capita. 
The rate of expenditure is not as high 
as during the world w ar days, w'hen the 
government spent tw^elve b illion dollars 
during the first year and eighteen b illion 
during the second year. 
In other wmrds. 
during the last year of the w ar the Amer­ 
ican government spent more money than 
it will spend in the two fiscal years dis­ 
cussed b y Roosevelt. 
A nother reassurance is the fact that 
the government will have loaned much of 
this money and at the end of 1935 fiscal 
year w*ill hold securities for the repay­ 
m ent of ab out five and one-half b illion 
dollars, represented b y loans made b y 
the R. F. C. to b anks and other institu­ 
tions 
and 
to 
self-liquidating 
projects. 
These figures do not include the farm 
and home mortgages, ab out four b illion 
dollars, which, if added to the pub lic 
deb t, w^ould mean increasing the pub lic 
deb t b y that much and also increasing 
the am ount of securities held b y the gov­ 
ernm ent to the same amount. 
The justification 
for 
the 
Rooseveh 
b udgets is that they are necessary. Busi­ 
ness and agriculture are improving and it 
is possib le that 
serious 
discontent 
has 
b een 
prevented 
b y the 
Roosevelt 
pro­ 
gram. The United States government w*ill 
b e w'ell ab le to 
take 
care 
of the deb t 
under normal conditions w’ithout having 
to impose taxes too b urdensome on its 
people.

Being ob­

However, he p oints 
out that alfalfa is only one-half as 
rich in viiainin G as is milk, and 
that it is fibrous and slightly unp al­ 
atable, and for these rea.sons siioiiid 
not be used as the only vitamin G 
sup p lement. 
F o r p roduction of hatchable eggs, 
Mr. Ringrose says th at 10 p er cent 
of dried skim milk in the breed(‘r 
mash will sup p ly enough vitamin 
G.

Wheat as Feed 
'IVheat is regarded by many feed 
exp erts as the best stap le grain for 
p oultry and where egg p roduction 
is the main object it is undoubtedly 
of first imp ortance. 
There are two 
main classes of w'heat, the hard 
wheats with high nitrogen content, 
and tlie soft starchy grains, gen­ 
erally a third lower in nitrogen. It 
is claimed th at a hard wheat with 
a gluten content of from 12 to 16 
p er cent is a better flesh former and 
egg p roducer than is a soft, starchy 
wheat. 


Leg Weakness 
■Weak legs are often caused by 
rlieiimatism.

may develop in young chickens kep t 
in brooders in which the heat was 
not p rop erly distributed; or, w'here 
the birds are kep t constantly on 
wooden floors.

then merely a symp tom of internal 
derangement.
